The number of live births in the June quarter 1998 increased by 774 or 13.5% on the 
previous quarter and was 479 or 7.9% more than the number in the same quarter of 
1997. 


Infant deaths in the June quarter 1998 decreased by 9 or 28.1% from the March quarter 


1998, and were 17.9% lower than in the June quarter of the previous year. 


Total deaths increased by 86 or 3.6% from the March quarter 1998, and were only 5 or 
0.2% higher than the number in the June quarter 1997. 


The number of marriages in the June quarter 1998 decreased by 7.6% (or 227) from the 


previous quarter, but was 7.0% higher than in the same quarter of 1997. 


The number of divorces decreased slightly from 1,219 in the March quarter to 1,213 in 
the June quarter 1998, a decrease of 0.5%. The number was 7.0% higher than in the 


June quarter 1997.

In the June quarter 1998, the infant mortality rate decreased to 3.5 infant deaths per 
1,000 live births. This was 23.9% lower than the rate of 4.6 in the same quarter of the 


previous year. 


The crude birth rate and crude death rate were both higher than in the March quarter 
1998, but the crude marriage rate was lower and the crude divorce rate remained the 


same as in the previous quarter.

The total of 73,610 overseas arrivals in December 1998 was 680 lower than in the 


previous month and 1,420 higher than in December 1997. 


In December 1998, 23,510 Western Australian residents returned from short-term 
overseas visits, a decrease of 29.4% on November 1998. In December 1998, 47,400 
overseas visitors arrived in Western Australia for short-term visits. This was an increase 


of 22.2% on November 1998. 


There were 1140 residents returning to Western Australia in December 1998, after a 
long-term stay overseas. This was an increase of 54.1% on the previous month. 
Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors numbered 640 in December 1998. This was the 


same as in the previous month, and an increase of 50 on December 1997 figures. 


Total departures of residents and visitors numbered 82,130 in December 1998, an 


increase of 21.2% on the previous month and an increase of 7.4% on December 1997. 


The 35,170 short-term departures of Western Australian residents in December 1998 
represented an increase of 11.4% on November 1998, and an increase of 5.4% on 
December 1997.
